Rosenberg wrote a long letter 
to his attorney Emanuel Bloch 
telling of the experiences which 
made him think about the world 
we live in.

Dec. 27, 1951 

“I took a part-time job as a 
clerk in a drug store on Lenox 
Ave. near 125tli Street in order 
to earn enough to make ends 
- meet. Daily I walked through 
the Negro neighborhood from 
school to work. I saw what dis- 
crimination meant. Overcrowd- 
ing in slums, 25 to 50 percent 
higher prices than those charged 
in other neighborhoods for the 
same items and higher rents. 
The store employes fat the 
neighborhood were all white.

“One night while 1 was work- 
ing in the store there was an 
accident on Lenox Ave.

evidence in the hope of earning a light sentence. 

Cieenglats was given 15 year* (a mild, aen- 
tonce in contemporary America) only after the 
'Rosenberg* had been convicted and sentenced 
to death. His attorney, Rogge, even claimed that 
Cret-ngLiss’ cooperation had been so commendable 
that three years would meet the case. Mrs. 
Creenglass, a self-confessed conspirator, was ’

The American aUtula 
provides that where the offense fa committed in 
wartime, the death penalty for up to SO years’ 
imprisonment) may be awarded. If committed 
in peacetime. H fa punishable by up to 20 yearf 
imprisonment. Tl* clear implication nf the lew 
is that the death penalty fa appropriate to case* 
where information fa transmitted to an ssemy.. 

Where (as here) the information fa mid to havs 
been transmitted to an ally, the existence of a 
•tote of war seems almost irrelevant. It fa ironical 
that the judge regarded the continuation cf the 
alleged conspiracy after the war was over as an 
aggravating circumstance because relations with 
tire Soviet Union had then deteriorated, and apps* 1 
tently overlooked the fact that if the alleged con- 
spiracy bad existed only during the yean «f. 
strained relations after the war, be would havs 
been powerless to pass a death sentence. 

The Circuit Court of Appeals has sm power' 
to alter sentences (unlike our Court of Criminal 
Appeal), but it fa of intciest to quote from thdr 
decision, which, as Mr. Bell says, was written by 
Jerome Frank, "one of America’s great liberal 
jurists": “Had this court such power.
